You have several courses of action 


open to you. First, contact the Cor- 
sicana City Health Department, 322 W. 
6th, at 874-6731. Both federal and state 
agency spokesmen contacted said that 
this would be the fastest means of 
getting action if there is a violation 
which threatens your health or violates 
local health standards. 


If this office cannot help you, you 


may submit a detailed complaint in 
writing to either the Texas Air Control 
Board, 8520 Shoal Creek Blvd., Austin, 
Texas, 
or 
to 
the 
Environmental 


Protection 
Agency, 
Enforcement 


Division, (Att: Fred Woods), 1201 Elm 
Street, Dallas, 74270. 


Your 
letter 
should 
include 
a 


description of the pollution (air, water, 
noise, etc.), some idea of how extensive 
it is, and the address of the plant in 
question. 


If you send it to the EPA, that gancy 


will first review its files to see if the 
company has any previous violations 
and if it has the necessary permits for 
its operations. Then, EPA sends a letter 
to the company detailing the nature of 
your complaint 
and requesting 
an 


explanation for the condition. This, 
according to Fred Woods of the en- 
forcement division, is to see if there is 
some temporary breakdown or other 
reason for the condition. 


Following (and depending on) the 


results of that letter, the EPA may 
make 
an 
on-site 
investigation 
to 


evaluate the problem for themselves. 
All of which, Woods noted, is a long 
process. 


The state agency makes periodic 


checks of local industries to see that 
they are in compliance, and will likely 
act more quickly on your complaint, if 
the local health department can do 
nothing. 


We wonder if the criminal district 


attorney here is considering a grand 
jury Investigation of the way the county 
commissioners are misusing county 
materials and equipment. If not, why 
not? 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor says 


he does not intend at present to ask a 
grand jury to investigate the alleged 
misuses. 


"Nobody has presented rne with any 


evidence of wrongdoing," Batchelor 
said. "If I get the facts, I will certainly 
take the case to the grand jury." 


Batchelor added that nobody has 


suggested any criminal activity was 
involved. He says the only information 
he has is what was presented in the 
Daily Sun, and that the newspaper has 
not brought anything directly to him. 


"If somebody gives me the facts, I 


will go to the grand jury," the district 
attorney said. 


When the Texas Legislature has been in 
session before, our Representative, 
Forrest Green wrote a column entitled 
"On the go with Green" which many of 
my friends and I enjoyed reading. Can 
you tell me why he's not writing it this 
year? 


If you're a regular fan of "On the Go

perimentation of nerve gas. They also 
use monkeys and other animals for 
such testing. Why is such cruelty 
permitted against these poor, defen- 
seless animals? What happened to the 
Beagle dogs at the Edgewood Arsenal? 
Are they still torturing animals there? 


Animals, such as rats, mice, birds, 


rabbits, monkeys, and dogs, have long 
been the "victims of science," as they 
are often used in medical and scientific 
experimentation. 


Scientists 
defend 
the 
so-called 


"cruelty" as necessary to insure the 
safety and effectiveness of products 
and chemicals which may later be used 
against humans. 


It is unknown if the Army continues to 


use laboratory animals — which are 
raised specifically for use in scientific 
experiments, in most cases — in testing 
nerve gasses 
at 
Edgewood. The 


military 
is understandably 
closed- 


mouthed about its experimentation 
with new weapons systems. 


But whether or not the Army con- 


tinues such practices, other scientists 
investigating everything from cancer 
cures to the effects of saccharin 
regularly use laboratory animals for 
their experiments, and many of these 
animals are ultimately destroyed in the 
course of the experiments. 
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Culwell has plan to revamp athletics

Supt. Mark Culwell outlined a preliminary plan last night to 


reorganize the school district's athletic program, a move that 
would require double coaching duty from some coaches and add 
a full time athletic director, a trainer, "and three women's 
coaches to the staff. 


Saying he felt like he had been "sent out to fight a bear with a 


switch" in his search for a new head football coach, Culwell 
asked school trustees for their feelings as to salary for the 
position and possible improvements to the facilities. 


"I've become a bit frustrated and discouraged as I interview 


these applicants," Culwell said, "because they are asking me 
questions I can't answer until I know how you feel. We need to 
decide what direction we want our athletic program to take. Do 
we want to compete or just to participate? If we want to com- 
pete, then we need to make a commitment to do that." 


CULWELL SAID THE main question asked him by applicants 


for the coaching position has been whether or not the facilities 
will be improved. 


"The people we interview who have interested me are not 


interested in the job because of the salary we offer and because 
of the facilities we have to work with," Culwell told the board. 


Culwell told trustees that federal regulations require the 


district to have a girls sports program in the district by June, 
1978. That program, according to the regulations, must have 
equitable funding — based on the interest shown — with the boys 
program. 


"As we get into girls' athletics, we are talking about more 


coaching salaries, more scheduling, and more equipment," 
Culwell noted. 


AND WITH THE added programs comes an added number of 


games, he said, meaning an increase in the importance of the 
athletic director. 


"I anticipate that we'll have more than 100 basketball games 


here next year," Culwell said. "That's a lot of work for an 


athletic director, in terms of scheduling and other duties 
associated with those games." 


Advocating a full time athletic director and a separate head 


coach, Culwell said he had met only one person he felt qualified 
to do both jobs, as has been done in the past, and that that ap- 
plicant would require substantially more money than is 
presently authorized. 


"We've never had an athletic director except in name," 


Culwell told the board. "I've talked with very, very few ap- 
plicants who I felt could both give us a good football program 
and a good overall program, but I've met several who could give 
us one or the other." 


ALTHOUGH CULWELL'S formal recommendation has not 


yet been drafted, his preliminary outline includes: 


— Cutting one coach from each of the middle school cam- 


puses, with athletics at both campuses scheduled at different 
times so that some of all coaches would work at both campuses; 


— reschedule freshman and junior varsity football programs 


at different times so that the same coaches would handle both at 
the high school; 


— eliminating the fulltime Assistant Basketball Coach by 


giving him other coaching duties in addition to basketball. 


— add three women's coaches to the staff; 
— add a trainer to the staff; 
— add an athletic director to the system, to supervise all 


athletic programs from the first grade up; 


— and begin needed improvements, which could take several 


years to complete, to Tiger Field and the field house. 


CULWELL TOLD THE board that he was not advocating 


cutting the programs back, but rather of re-arranging and 
rescheduling them to be as efficient as possible. 


"With a little reorganization and imagination, and a little 


more money, we can make this thing work," he said, "and we're 
not necessarily talking about a great deal of money here." 


Improvements to the facilities Culwell advocated include 


Owners of Mustang 
about to split up 


A suit to partition jointly owned property and the ap- 


pointment of receiver was filed Monday in 13th District Court 
by William J. McKie against Harold O. McElhenney. 


In the suit McKie alleges that property he owns jointly with 


McElhenney is "not capable of partition in kind and that 
same should be sold and after payments of liens and after 
debts, the net proceeds of such sales should be divided bet- 
ween the parties hereto equally." 


The property, according to McKie's petition, includes 78 


acres of land comprising the city limits of the town of 
Mustang, and all the permanent structures on the land 
valued at $400,000. 


The petition also lists as jointly owned property two acres 


of land and the permanent structures on it, where 
the 


I^akeview Western Club is located, valued at $50,000. 


Personal property stipulated in the suit as jointly owned by 


McKie and McElhenny includes: stock of The Gusher valued 
at $6,000; stock of The Gusher Liquor Store, valued at 
$31,000; fixtures used in connection with the Lakeview 
Western Club, valued at $5,000; 14 mobile homes in Mustang 
Park in Mustang, Texas, valued at $25,000; and all other 
personal property used in connection with The Gusher, The 
Gusher Liquor Store, and Mustang Park, valued at $5,000. 


McKie alleges, in the suit, that the personal property, "is in 


danger of being lost, removed or materially injured." 


McKie alleges the reason it is in danger is that the in- 


ventory of the liquor stock in The Gusher Liquor Store has 
recently revealed a loss of merchandise totaling $9,000. 


He also states that "debts totaling $200,000 are owed by the 


parties" and that, pending the partition of the property, the 
business conducted at The Gusher, The Gusher Liquor Store 
and Mustang Park, "should be put into the hands of a 
receiver to manage the business concerned to pay the debts." 


No date has been set as of yet for a hearing in district court. 


College finances 
sound, Walker 
tells NC board 


Navarro College 
President 


Dr. Kenneth Walker told college 
trustees Thursday night that the 
college is "in sound financial 
condition," 
and 
he 
feels 


headlines on recent news stories 
in the Daily Sun might have 
created "a rather erroneous 
connotation" for people who 
read only the headlines. 


Dr. Walker was referring to 


stories in the March 10 and 
March 13 editions of The Sun 
concerning his appeal to the 
House 
Higher 
Education 


Committee 
for 
additional 


money for Navarro. 


Dr. Walker said the in- 


debtedness referred to in those 
stories concerned money owed 
to the college by the state. 


DR. 
WALKER 
TOLD 
the 


board that the 
school 
has 


borrowed only $550,000 out of 
$650,000 authorized in February 
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of last year. Some of this 
money, he said, has been used 
to take care of the renovation 
projects at the college. 


Dr. 
Walker 
reiterated 


statements made in Sunday's 
Sun 
that 
the 
money 
was 


borrowed pending the reception 
of contingency money owed to 
Navarro by the state due its 
enrollment increases. 


Saying the college is finan- 


cially sound, Dr. Walker added 
there is "nothing unusual or out 
of the ordinary" about junior 
colleges borrowing money in 
these instances. 


Not 
all 
of Dr. 
Walker's 


financial 
news 
was 
good, 


however, as he and the board 
discussed the problem of rising 
utility rates. 


Dr. Walker told the board that 


if the present rate of usage 
holds true for the remainder of 
the year, the college will be 
spending $170,000 or more for 
utilities alone. 


HE SAID THE college only 


gets $300,000 in local taxes on 
which to operate the buildings 
and maintain them and that 
junior colleges are specifically 
forbidden by state law from 
using contingency money for 
operational expenses. 


Noting Texas 
Power 
and 


Light Company's requested 34 
per cent rate hike, Dr. Walker 
said 
that 
if 
TP&L 
gets 


anywhere near that amount, the 
school could see all of its tax 
money going to pay its utility 
bill. 


Among the bills 
presented 


repairing stadium seating, with an initial cost estimate for the 
first phase of work of $10,000 and repairs to the field house, with 
an estimated price tag of $5,000. 


Culwell said he felt the head coach's salary would have to be 


about $5,000 above the state teacher pay schedule in order to find 
a qualified coach. 


IN REFERRING TO the improvements, board member Dr. 


James Price said the district might have to proceed with those 
improvements as it can each year. 


"We need to decide what we're going to do, and then proceed 


as we can each year," Dr. Price said. 


"If we make the initial effort," Culwell said, "I think we'll get 


some community response and some help in fixing that field up. 
But we need to make the cornrnitrnent and take the first step in 
this thing." 


"I've been advocating new athletic facilities at the high school 


for some time, and I'd like to see that," Albert Sanders said. 
"I'll go on the record supporting a bond election to build a 
quality athletic facility, a new stadium and track, at the high 
school. I'd love to see a good, dynamic program here." 


"THAT'S THE IDEAL situation," Culwell responded, "but 


whether that's realistic at this time or not, I don't know." 


Board president Maco Stewart said he was concerned with the 


added cost of playing the new girls' teams in out of town games. 


"We can't stay on the road with a lot uf teams," he said, 


"You're talking about meals, buses, fuel, drivers, and a lot of 
other costs. We all want a strong athletic program, and there's 
no question about that. But athletics are always going to be 
secondary to the academics." 


The board made no decision after hearing Culwell's 


presentation, but asked him to draft a list of "minimum com- 
mitments" for the programs. 


Culwell said he would have that list completed Wednesday, 


with the possibility of a called meeting to act on the proposal 
before the April meeting.

money, the district has spent or 
encumbered about $120,000 of a 
$300,000 
total surplus. 
The 


district entered this school year 
with about $200,000 in surplus 
funds, 
School 
Supt. 
Mark 


Culwell told the board. 


The Safeway money brought 


that surplus balance up to 
$300,000, but the schools have 
spent about $70,000 already on 
increased 
utility 
bills 
and 


another $50,000 for the deficit 
budget this year. 


Also encumbered are between 


$50,00(1 and $60,000 for a new 
boiler at Drane Middle School 
and another $20,000 for a new 
roof 
on 
Sam 
Houston 


Elementary School. 


Culwell said the district will 


end the current fiscal year with 
between $75,000 and $90,000 of 
the surplus left. 


A main concern of trustees 


was increases in utility costs 
and possible ways of cutting 


down those costs. 
Bills for 


February for water, sewer, 
electricity, telephones, and gas 
totalled more than $27,000. The 
budgeted amount for utilities 
went about $5,000 in the red with 
payment of the bills. 


"WE 
DON'T 
HEAT with 


electricity at any 
campus," 


board 
member 
Dr. James 


Curington said, "and we've hit 
$11,000 (for electricity) this 
month. What'll happen when we 
start up th- air conditioning at 
the high school?" 


"Well, we're at their mercy," 


Culwell said of the electric 
rates. 


School Business Mgr. Euin 


Frank told board members that 
shutting the high school down 
completely 
for 
two 
months 


during the summer -~- not done 


in the past — would "make a 
significant difference in our 
electric bill." 


Electricity at the high school 


last summer cost the district 
about $10,000 a month.

A non-profit corporation will be set up, with Herb Silverberg 


as the initial chairman, to run the 1977 Corsicana annual event 
now scheduled for May 14. 


The corporation will possibly be affiliated with the Chamber 


of Commerce and take advantage of any administrative support 
the chamber can offer. 


The decision to set up a free-standing committee came after 


the interim committee on Lhe annual event presented its 
recommendations to Mayor Sue Younghloort Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 


MAYOR YOUNGBLOOD appointed Herb Silverberg chair- 


man to get the planning of the event moving while the in- 
corporations proceedings were going on. 


The firm of Dawson, Dawson, Sodd and Davis have been 


employed to prepare the articles of incorporation. Derek Davis 
will work with Silverberg on the details. 


The committee also decided to hold a public contest to name 


the annual event with the possibility of offering a cash award of 
around a $100 for the winning title. Mrs. Youngblood appointed 
Bob Armistead, Lea Foxe and Billie Carroll to organize the 
contest. 


Silverberg and Youngblood suggested the name of the event 


set the theme. The committee agreed that it would be a good 
way to draw public participation into the planning of the event. 


DON BOWEN, CHAIRMAN of the interim committee, and 


Silverberg said they first felt that the annual event should be 
part of the chamber of commerce. They said they changed their 
mind and recommended a free-standing organization be used. 


He explained that the Athens annual Black-Eyed Pea festival 


was a chamber of commerce project and that he was impressed 
with the way it was organized. 


Bovven said that the primary objective was to get the annual 


event going and that the best way for Corsicana would be to 
utilize the administrative services of the chamber with the 
annual event group affiliated. 


Silverberg said the chamber leadership changes each year 


and that if the annual event was part of the chamber the yearly 
change would not help. He added that affiliation would be good 
for starting a self-perputating event. 


JOE BROOKS TOLD the group he felt an independent 


organization will draw broader support from the community for 
an annual event than established group would sponsoring the 
event. 


Mrs. Billie Carroll brought out a suggestion that public 


relations group be used to assist with the promoting of the event 
on TV and radio. Mrs. Carroll said the public relations people 
could also help in promoting the contest idea. 


Herb Silverberg told the committee that Athens uses an 


outside firm to handle promotion for its festival. 


Bob Armistead said he felt that hiring a full time executive 


director would be better than hiring a Dallas PR firm. 


Silverberg suggested that the annual event include a carnival 


"right down on Beaton Street." He added that he didn't want a 
"Jerk water" carnival. 


An emphasis on family and children should be stressed, ac- 


cording to Bowen, in any annual event planned. Silverberg 
added that the young people shouldn't be forgotten in the 
planning of the event, emphasizing young adults. 


The committee also agteed to ask for a piece of the hotel-motel 


tax money through the Corsicana Development Commission. 
The CDC budget for 1977 is already set, but the committee 
agreed that efforts should be made toward getting some kind of 
partial funding through the DCD's 1978 budget.

Local pharmacists favor 
letting doctor pick drug

Local 
pharmacists 
would 


rather leave the selection of 
prescription drugs to the doctor 
and not substitute a cheaper 
"generic" drug without his 
approval. 


Here are their responses to a 


bill introduced to the Texas 
Legislature, which if passed, 
will 
allow 
pharmacists 
to 


substitute the cheaper brand for 
the name brand drug. 


"The thing that concerns us 


(pharmacists) if the bill passes 
is that it will place 
more 


liability on us," John Collier, 
Gibson pharmacist, said. 


"IF THIS COMES about, the 
pharmacist can decide which 
drug to choose when the doctor 
writes a prescription," he said. 


Collier 
explained that 
in 


Corsicana the doctor writes the 
prescription 
and 
the 
phar- 


macists fills it with the drug the 
doctor has prescirbed. He notes 
that if the trade name is written 
the pharmacist cannot sub- 
stitute a generic drug without 
the doctor's permission. 


He said that some doctors 


write generic drug prescrip- 
tions and it is filled as such. 


"In a situation where we can 


pick the drug, we only pick 
those we are competent that 
will work and do what the 
manufacturer 
suggests," he 


said. 


"THE DRUG I would pick is 


one I would not mind my family 
using," 
Collier 
said. 
"We 


(pharmacists) 
would 
rather 


leave it up to the doctor," he 
added.

College waiting for right 
person for band director

but they and college trustees 
agreed Thursday night that "No 
band at all is so much better 
than a second rate band." 


College President Dr. Ken- 


neth 
Walker 
briefed 
the 


college board on the search 
being conducted for a band 
director, saying the school is 
looking for someone who would 
be both a competent musician 
and a good recruiter. 


Dr. Walker said that such a 


man will be expensive and 
might be hard to find. 


Hoping to "get cranked up by 


next fall," Dr. Walker said that 
if the right person can't be 
found for the job, he would 
prefer to wait another 
year 


before falling the position. 


HE SAID THAT the college's 


practice 
this 
past 
football 


season of having area high 
school bands perform at half- 
time had engendered "a lot of 
favorable public relations" for 
the college, and he suggested 
maintaining this practice to 
some degree, even if a band 
director is hired this spring. 


Dr. Walker said that "If we 


put a band on the field, we want 
a quality band." He added that 
he would like to start with 50-60 
bandsmen 
this 
year 
and 


gradually work it up to 60-100. 


Trustees agreed with Walker, 


Oliver Albritton noting that a 
band is "right out in front of the 
community" and having "seven 
guys playing seven different 
songs" for the Chamber of 
Commerce would do the college 
more harm than good. Albritton 
told Dr. Walker he would prefer 
waiting till the college can find 
the right person to do a good 
job, adding that he feels this is a 
good criteria in filling any 
vacancies. 


Dr. Louis Gibson, who arrived 


as the band directorship was 
being discussed last on the 
agenda, agreed with Albritton, 
saying, "I wouldn't want to see 
us back in the second-rate band 
business." 


DR. GIBSON SAW no real 


problem in securing a first-rate 
band. He noted the tremendous 
increase 
in the number of 


students to choose from and 
what he called the 
overall 


improvement in the college. 


"We 
had 
a 
second-rate 


organization then," Dr. Gibson 
said, "and didn't expect a first- 
rate band. Now that we have a 
first rate organization, let's do 
it right." 


Dr. Walker said that Navarro 


would not have to spend much 
on instruments, having just 
bought some new ones. He said 
that new uniforms would be 
needed, however. 


Dr. Walker said he is "pretty 


optimistic" about 
getting a 


band director for next year.
